Is the Cattle Plague Smallpox ?
CURIOUE MEDIOAL SPECULATIONS IN ENGLAND,
The London Lancef, the leading medioal jour-

usl in England, contains the follo sing:—

““The report of Dr. Murchison’s dissections of
the disensed cattle, which asppeared in the
Lancet 18 long ago as August 26, showed clearly
that the rinderpest was not the pathological
eqmvalent of human typhoid fever, and we
believe we are correct in stating that this opinion
has been confirmed by every subsequent ob-
sorver, From Dr. Murchison's presént commu-
nication, however, it is obvious that there exists
a very strong énalogy, if not absolute identity,
between the rinderpest and smallpox, The
arguments by which this view 18 supported
deserve serious counsideration. It appears that
in all cases of caltle plague there is au eruption
on the skin, sometimes papular and postular,
like that of variola; at other times cons.sting of
flattened vesicles lLike those of cowpos. The
two diseases also resemble one another in their
general symptoms and austomical lesions, in
their period of incubation and duration, and in
their extreme contagionsness and capabllity of
propagation by inoculation, There are even
some grounds for belleving that rinderpest may
communicale cowpox to the human subject,
and the reason why this aceident has not haop.
pened oftener may be due, as Dr. Murchison
sug=ests, to the fact that most ot the inhabitants
ol this country are protected by vaceination.

“It also appears that the physicians who so
carefully desoribed the catile plague in the last
century constantly alluded to the eruption, and
compared it to that of smallpox. If the view
now referred to be correct, it 18 impossible to
overestimate Its importsnce, A remedy is at
once placed in our hands for arresting the
spread of the cattle plague, which has already
come to be regarded as a great national calamity.
We prevent the fatal form of smallpox in the
human subject by inducing a mild form of the
disease throueh vaccination, If rinderpest be a
severe form of smallpox in onttle, why may it
not also be prevented by induecing in cattle the
mild form u{' the disensc, or ordinary cowpox?
This we know can be done by inoculating them
with vacoiae lsmpl, or with the matter of human
smullpox.

“ND time onght to be lost in sdopting Dr. Mur-
chison’s suggestion, to nscertain whether cattle,
alter such voculations, be proof against the
rinderpest.  In the meantime valuable informa-
tion might be obtained from members of our pro-
tession practising in those parts of the country
where ordinary cowpox i8 known to prevail,
Many remarkable instauces have been recorded
where individoal cattle or entire herds have
escaped in the midst of surrounding pestilence,
Can 1t be shown this exemption has been due to
thelr having suffered previously f the cow-
pox ! It epems, however, that the ordinary
cowpox has for some yenrs been dylng out in
this country, 5o that it has been difficult to ob-
tain fresh lvmph divect from the cow, and thus
the cattle of this country are less proiecled thun
formerly aguinst the varlo's in 8 severs form,
If thiz be #0, there s no resson why vaccination
should mot be pructized us commonly amoag
cuttle as among men. The above Investigalions
bave been carrled out in connection with the
experimenial lmlulril'_u fostituted at the wstance
of the Medical Committee of the Cattle Plague
Oommiesion. Their former recommendation as
to the arresit of (raflic in cattle 15 now beimg
ureently pressed on the Government by the
furmers at large; and if the views enuncinted by
Dy, Murehison should prove correct, the value
of the service of the Royal Commission will be
of the highest nationsl importance,”

An hour or two after the departure of the
Continental, half & dogen women who came 10
thig city lust summer from Maine, and exhansted
their means while walting for the vessel to be
mude repdy for the voyage, informed us that
they Lod been put ushore by the captain of the
ship, who told them the azent had paid the pas-
sage of seventy-five persons, and they were not
among the number, They complained bitterly of
Mr. Mercer, and considered themselves duped
through his represeotations, Whether their
statements are true or not, we have, of course,
no means of determining; but as the affuir was
purely a private enterorise, and a large wmount
of money had been® expended because ot the
delay, we suspect the women have good reason
o te¢l aggrieved.

TIIE VOYAGE.

The enterprise has proved a fallure in aimost
every respect, and we have little doubt that the
few who have embavked will regret it, ualess
the mere novelty of the voyage should prove o
compensation.

The journey, which will be entirely by sea, no
doubt will prove quite ¢n agreeable one after
the first gea-sickness shali have been conquered,
The summer season sonth of the eguator, with
its long days and moonlit nights, the scenery in
the Btraita of Magellan fjthe opportunity to visit
Rio Janeiro, Val?:tmien, and San Francisco,
together with the library, which has been fur-
pighed for the use of passengers, will tend to
make the expedition, while en route, buth enter-
taining and instructive.

The adveniurcsses are now on their way; but
what hopes are throbbine, what fears beating in
thewr hearte, cunnot be told, What awaits them
after they sball bave reached Seattle, will be

These papers, as stated in a printed letter from
Mr. Mayer to Governor Bnu‘l!oni. include the
richest portions of the correspondence of our
delegates in Congress during the Revolutionary
war, a8 well a2 the correspondence of the Con-
gress itsell, the various military commanders,
and the agents of the State, Also varlous
church papers, ete, ote, ‘I'he st also comprises
the Proprietury Council Looks from the ~arlicst
date, 1637, up to 1725, Governor Sharp’s letter
books and the Journa! ot the Council of Safuty
at Annapolis, in the years of 1776 and 1776
Three of the papers worthy ol specil care have
been, with the advice of Hon, W, B. Hll, See-
rotary of Stute, suitably framed, in order to be
hung up in the Executive Chamber of the State
Heuse.

The most interestine of these relics is o decla-
ration of the Assovia‘ion of Preemen of Mary-
land, 26th of July, 1770, approyiue ol union and
armed opposition 1o the Britleh authorities,
This patriotic documeout (u species of declaration
of independence) bears the signatures of nearly
all the leading men of Marvland in the Revola-
tionary strugglo, and among them may be found
the names ol thoge who, o year atter, signed the
Decloration at Philsdeipain, The other two
pupers are, first-the anthonticated nnpf of the
treaty with Great Britoin, imaer the seal of Clon-
grees, and sitested by its President, Miilin: and
second—the original Proclamation of Pence in
Muryland by Governor "«ca, as Excoutive of the
State, It was Jong a matrer of doubt among the
stiudents of history as to who were the three
representatives of Marylund present in Congress
anbout the st of July, 1776, and whn egave the
vote of our State In favor of Independence, until
a receipt under date of 4th of July, 1776, at
Philadelphin, for funle recelvable by our dele
gates; was found amone some appurently valoe-
less papore, to which the slgnatures of J, Rogers,
\\'iilﬁmm Paca, and Thomas Stone were attached,
which definitely settled the guestion as to their
prefence by Copgress on that memorable duy.—
